T WILL not be very long 
before the people of the 
City and County of New 
York will have to consider 
again what style of person they wish 
to have in the District Attorney’s office. 
On the whole, on the principle that one good 
term deserves another, there can hardly be two opinions as to the 
propriety of re-electing Mr. Jerome. It is true that he has been 
sensational to a degree and has kept the city about as well provided 
with spectacle as could have been expected from the proprietors 
of the Hippodrome and Luna Park, but on the other hand, in spite 
of his antical administration of his office, Mr. Jerome’s work has 
been effective. He has given the gambling fraternity a jolt that 
they won’t forget in a hurry. He has been fearless and for the most 
part the ever ready champion of right, and his friends replying 
to the charge of sensationalism may very well advance the argument 
that that particular quality was the one that most appealed to the 
voters who elected him nearly four years ago. It was his very 
irrepressibility that gave vitality to the listless campaign of the 
sluggish Low and, we suspect, made possible the election of that 
more or less dilettante authority on Municipal Government. But 
there is one point that we should be careful about when we come 
to making our selection, and that is the elimination of such ele- 
ments as Rand from the District Attorney’s staff. ‘This person has 
given us more cause for humiliation in the past six weeks than almost 
any other official in the public service. Convinced, apparently, that 
his misson was to exploit his own gifts of garrulity; reckless, ap- 
parently, of the evidence in his possession; forgetful, evidently, of 
the rights of the defendant he was endeavoring to place in the 
electric chair in a famous murder trial, he gave loose rein to an 
amazingly enduring tongue, he made assurances of his proofs which 
he failed utterly to justify, and shamefully and brutally, we think, 
hounded a prisoner who was as yet in the eyes 
of the law presumably an innocent person. — If 
Mr. Rand thinks that his style of doing things 
is one that commends itself to the right- 
thinking and manly elements of this com- 
munity, he is utterly and densely stupid 
and, therefore, unfit to hold the office 
he now occupies. If he thinks other- 
wise, but deliberately persists in so 
abominable a course, then with equal 
deliberation does he affront the com- 
munity whose interests he is paid to 
serve, and thus again becomes unfit to 
be continued in the public service. 
Wherefore it is up to those who express 
public feeling by word and deed to bear it 
strenuously in upon the mind of Mr. Jerome that one of the things 
we shall exact of him in his next term will be the rigid suppression 
of such vicious tendencies on the part of his associates, as we have 
here complained of. One Rand a century is enough for Father 
Knickerbocker. We ’ve had him, and now, out with him.

| ! REALLY looks as if little Japan had a good cause of action against 

France for harboring her enemies. ‘There is more than circum- 
stantial evidence from Kamramh Bay that the Russian Fleets have 
been relieved of the sorest of straits by a flagrant violation of neu- 
trality on the part of the perfidious Gaul. There is direct and 
apparently unimpeachable testimony that immense quantities of coal 
and provisions have been stored at Saigon with full knowledge of 
the French Authorities that they were for the use of the Baltic fleet 
and would be transshipped immediately upon the arrival of the ships 
of Admiral Rojestvensky. It is apparently undeniable that on the 
arrival of the Russian ships they were permitted to remain for ten 
days with only a formal notification from the French Admiral, which 
they entirely ignored, that their presence was not desired, and it is a 
matter of record that the French Admiral upon delivery of this noti- 
fication instead of remaining to enforce it, sailed away, possibly on 
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a fishing trip. When the Russians left it was only after they had 
accomplished every purpose for which they entered the French waters. 
That all this was without connivance between .the French and 
Russian authorities is impossible of belief. France has deliberately 
permitted the enemies of Japan to use her territory as if it were 
their own and has thus invited trouble of far-reaching possibilities 
and of a kind highly inimical to the general peace of the world. 
All of which should serve to make Uncle Sam wary in his dealings 
with these foreign powers that regard inter- 
national agreements and ententes cordiales 
with contempt. ‘There is no telling when 

he may find himself deeply involved 
in the quarrels of his neighbors and 
his double ambition should be first 
to keep his coat-tails as free of con- 
tact with their feet as possible, and, 
second to get his own household in 
such order that if the time should 
ever come when participation in 
these quarrels is unavoidable, he 
will be ready to meet the emergency. 
What the President asks for in the 
nature of naval and army equipment 

should be given ungrudgingly, merely as an assurance of peace if 
for nothing else. The powers of Europe are not going to be fools 
enough to monkey with a live wire, and that’s what Uncle Sam 
should become. 
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E HOPE that the return of the Hon. Joseph Hodges Choate to 
his native land will be signalized with as fitting honors as those 
which have celebrated his “departure from the Court of St. James. 
Mr. Choate as Ambassador to England for the past six years has 
added much to the glories of this nation in other climes. He has 
shown himself a diplomat of distinction, a scholar of quality, and a 
gentleman of note in a country which has sometimes seemed to be- 
lieve that it held a monopoly in the manufacture of that sort of 
thing. His charming personality has won the high regard of all 
with whom he has come into contact; his wit, sometimes a danger- 
ous gift, has elicited the admiration which was its due in an environ- 
ment not always quick to recognize its possession in others; and his 
marked abilities as an adjustor of difficult relations have been so exer- 
cised as to make him as much of an object of esteem abroad as he 
has ever been held in his own country. It had been Puck’s hope 
that Mr. Choate and General Porter, whose success as Ambassador to 
France has been of equal distinction, might be retained in the posts 
they occupied with so much credit, but since this is not to be we 
trust that their home-coming will be made a matter of signal note, 
and that their welcome will be commensurate to their deserts.

DIARY OF A 









April 10. Well, maybe this 
has n’t been a great day. We’ve 
had hunting for fair for twenty-four 
straight hours.

He 
was a keen-scented Italian, and besides he knew were the bear 
was hidden, so that while Young and Dooling and the others were 
scouring the wilderness for bruin, Giuseppe led me straight up the

Not rescued until after midnight, when the rest of the party came 
up, captured the animal and freed us from peril.
